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FIRE  DESTROYS 
WYNNEWOOD

A three-alarm  fire  that 
broke  out  last  night  and  rag- 
ed into  the  early  morning 
hours  today  destroyed  the 
Wynnewood  Towers  apart- 
ment building  at  100  West 
Cold  Spring  Lane. 

City  fire  officials  said  the 
blaze,  which  broke  out 
around  9:15  Thursday  night, 
was  probably  set  by  a mili- 
tant group  of  residents  angry 
at  Loyola  College  for  its  at- 
tempts to  buy  the  building 
and  convert  it  to  student 
housing. 

Residents  in  the  building 
were  evacuated  quickly,  and 
no  injuries  were  reported. 
The  evacuation  went  so 
smoothly,  said  one 
firefighter  at  the  scene, 
probably  because  residents 
were  made  aware  of  plans  to 
burn  the  building 
beforehand. 

“Arson  is  definitely 
suspected,  and  we  think  it 
was  done  by  people  who  live

Several 
high  Loyola  officials  were  at 
the  scene,  some  staring  in 
disbelief  at  the  smoke  and 
ashes,  some  shedding  tears, 
and  still  others  screaming 
hysterically.

College  builds  moat, 
keeps  neighbors  out

In  what  he  termed  a “sud- 
denly decided  decision,’’ 
Bruce  Bore,  director  of 
public  relations,  told 
reporters  at  a Loyola  press 
conference  yesterday  that 
Loyola  plans  to  acquire  the 
Royal  Farm  Store.  The  con- 
venience store,  located  at  206 
West  Cold  Spring  Lane,  is 
expected  to  become  Loyola’s 
property  by  the  time  the  stu- 
dent center  complex  is  com- 
pleted or  by  1990,  whichever 
comes  first. 

The  announcement  came 
as  no  surprise  to  college 
observers.  Some  speculated 
that  Loyola  officials  are  in 
the  process  of  acquiring  as 
much  property  as  possible  to 
develop  what  is  rumored  to 
be  Loyola  Lane.  The  strategy 
entails  seizure  of  land  from 
unsuspecting  property 
owners  whose  initial  hesita- 
tions will  be  replaced  by 
dollar  signs. 

The  expansion  west  of 
Charles  Street  has  many 
neighbors  who  live  on  the 
north,  west  and  east  side  of 
campus  angered.  One  local 
bag-lady  thinks  that  Loyola 
is  just  trying  to  show  up 
Hopkins  for  not  selling  any 
of  their  property  to  Loyola. 
She  says  that  she  hopes  the 
building  will  provide  a better 
place  to  sleep  once  Loyola 
obtains  ownership. 

An  openly-hostile  Bore 
tried  to  squelch  these  rumors 
at  the  press  conference.  “We 
are  not,  I repeat,  are  not,  try- 
ing to  take  over  the  com- 


munity,” he  said,  in  between 
loud  fist-stamping.  “The 
reason  we  are  negotiating  the 
purchase  is  to  have  the  nine 
parking  spaces  located  in 
front  of  the  store,  one  of 
which  is  a handicapped 
space,”  Bore  said. 

He  believes  that  the  pur- 
chase will  put  a significant 
dent  in  the  campus  parking 
problem. 

The  building  itself,  which 
Bore  called  a frivolous  finan- 
cial extravagance,  will  be  us- 
ed as  an  all-purpose  recrea- 
tional area.  “We  don’t  know 
what  else  to  do  with  it,”  said 
Bore. 

When  challenged  by  this 
reporter  as  to  why  the  col- 
lege, while  on  the  verge  of 
completing  a complex  that 
was  designed  especially  for 
student  recreation,  wants 
another  similar  area,  Bore 
answered,  “No  comment. 
Oh  wait  a minute,”  he  in- 
jected. Then,  “Well,  never 
mind,  he  told  me  not  to  say 
that,”  Bore  concluded. 

Once  the  store  is  cleared  of 
shelf  items  and  stocked  mer- 
chandise, the  room  will  re- 
main sparsely  furnished  and 
undecorated.  Students  will 
be  allowed  to  use  the  area  at 
their  leisure,  but  are  required 
to  sign  up  at  the  front  en- 
trance before  using  the  facili- 
ty- 

“There  will  be  no  restric- 
tions on  the  use  of  this 
building.  We  want  our 
students  to  know  that  we 
trust  them  and  that  we 
acknowledge  their  right  to  in- 
dependence. This  follows 


Loyola’s  philosophy  of  a 
liberal  education,”  he  ex- 
plained. 

A junior  who  identified 
himself  as  Bubba,  shared  his 
expectations  of  the  new 
property.  “Hey  man,  it’s 
gonna  be  decent!  If  I’m  livin’ 
in  Wynnewood  Towers  next 
year,  I’m  gonna  go  over 
there  all  the  time,  man,  and 
have  parties  and  junk.  We 
can  really  tear  that  place  up 
and  we  don’t  have  to  worry 
about  spillin’  beer  ’cause 
their’s  nothin’  in  there  worth 
protectin’,”  he  laughed, 
heartily  slapping  his 
girlfriend  on  the  back. 

Loyola  officials  have  in- 
formed employees  that  they 
“must  find  alternative  means 
of  earning  a livelihood,” 
within  six  months. 

That  doesn’t  mean  they’re 
being  forced  to  leave.  Those 
who  don’t  want  to  work  as 
sign-up  sheet  attendants  have 
six  months  to  find  another 
job.  “We  believe  that  we’re 
being  very  fair  about  this  and 
that  we’re  acting  in  the  best 
interests  of  everyone,”  Bore 
commented,  after  an  irate 
Farm  Store  employee 
jumped  out  of  her  seat  at  the 
public  conference  and  said 
she  refuses  to  learn  anything 
else  but  stocking  the  Farm 
Store  shelves. 

When  asked  his  opinion 
of  Loyola’s  newest  venture, 
Father  Joseph  Sellinger, 
Loyola  president,  stated,  “I 
don’t  think  it’s  a good  idea. 
Now  I’m  going  to  have  to 
drive  to  7-11  to  buy  my 
Twinkies  and  Krimpets.”

“Loyola’s  home  is  its  cas- 
tle,” said  college  officials 
Tuesday  when  they  announc- 
ed the  construction  of  a moat 
which  will  form  the  college’s 
new  borders. 

Currently,  a chain  link 
fence  surrounds  most  of  the 
campus.  Under  the  new 
plan,  the  fence  will  be  remov- 
ed and  a moat  27  feet  deep 
and  17  feet  wide  will  be  con- 
structed. This  is  the  largest 
moat  which  Baltimore  City 


zoning  laws  will  permit 
within  city  limits. 

“Actually,  we  wanted  it  to 
be  an  even  30  feet  deep  and 
20  feet  wide,”  said  Bruce 
Bore,  public  relations  direc- 
tor. “In  order  to  do  that, 
however,  we- would  need  a 
zoning  variance.  We  just 
don’t  want  the  neighbors  on 
our  backs  again.” 

The  fence  was  torn  down 
and  the  moat  almost  65  per- 
cent completed  Wednesday. 
George  Causey,  director  of 
physical  plant  and  project 
coordinator,  said  that  ap- 
proximately 1500  laid-off 
Sparrows  Point  steelworkers 
were  hired  for  the  job,  which 
is  expected  to  be  completed 
Monday.  At  that  time,  over 
36,000,000  gallons  of  water 
will  fill  the  moat.  The  col- 
lege will  tap  into  the 
underground  pipelines  which 
run  to  the  Guilford  Reser- 
voir, he  said. 

The  campus  will  be  ac- 


cessible only  by  specially 
constructed  drawbridges 
which  will  be  operated  by 
computerized  ID  cards.  A 
podium  will  be  set  up  at  the 
entrance  to  each  drawbridge. 
Anyone  wishing  to  enter  the 
campus  must  insert  the  card 
into  a slot  on  the  post.  A red 
light  will  apear  on  the  top  of 
the  post.  As  a double-check, 
the  entrant  must  then  place 
his  hand  on  top  of  the  post. 
The  light  will  scan  the  finger- 


prints of  the  hand  and  match 
them  with  the  ID  card.  If  the 
prints  match  the  card,  the 
light  will  turn  green  and  the 
gate  to  the  drawbndge  will 
rise,  allowing  one  person  to 
enter.  Leaving  the  campus 
will  involve  the  same  process. 

Only  one  thing  can  delay 
the  project’s  completion.  As 
a deterrant  to  trespassers, 
Loyola  plans  to  import 
piranha  from  the  recessed 
jungles  of  South  America. 
Reverend  Joseph  A.  Sell- 
inger, S.J.,  Loyola’s  presi- 
dent, personally  trekked 
through  the  jungle  to  find  the 
man-eating  fish. 

“We  were  very  selective 
and  wanted  to  find  only  the 
most  vicious,”  he  said.  “Our 
students  deserve  the  best  pro- 
tection available.”  The  fish 
should  be  delivered  by  Sun- 
day and  will  be  kept  in  the 
National  Aquarium  until 
they  can  move  into  their  new 
home. 


Murphy  takes  Greyhounder  hostage

ASLC  President  Tim  Mur- 
phy delivered  a ransom  note 
to  The  Greyhound  yesterday, 
revealing  that  he  was  respon- 
sible for  the  Wednesday  kid- 
napping of  the  newspaper’s 
MVP,  typesetter  Grace 
Akiyama. 

Akiyama  was  abducted 
late  Wednesday  night  as  she 
was  leaving  Maryland  Hall. 
Without  her,  the  newspaper 
cannot  be  published,  because 
she  is  the  only  staff  member 
who  can  operate  the  typeset- 
ter that  furnishes  body  copy, 
headlines  and  captions. 

In  the  note,  Murphy  in- 
dicated that  he  was  “sick  and 
tired  of  the  biased  reporting” 


in  The  Greyhound,  and  listed 
several  demands  that  he  said 
would  make  the  newspaper 
more  objective. 

The  demands  included: 

— Half  a page  of 
guaranteed  space  on  the 
editorial  page  reserved  for 
ASLC  propaganda. 

— If  any  letters  are  written 
by  ASLC  members,  Murphy- 
must  see  them  first. 

— Stories  written  about 
ASLC’s  activity  at  College 
Council  meetings,  whether  it 
is  newsworthy  or  not. 

— If  any  ASLC  member 
resigns,  The  Greyhound  will 
not  print  anything  about  it 
until  three  weeks  after  the 
resignation  takes  effect.

ment Association  of  the  Associated  Students  of  Loyola  College  Yes  the  One  in  Maryland. 

Preamble 

We,  the  Associated  Students  of  Loyola  College — you  know  the  one  we  mean — establish  this 
Constitution  of  the  Associated  Students  of  Loyola  College/Student  Government  Association 
of  the  Associated  Students  of  Loyola  College  in  order  to: 

— baldly  seize  absolute  power  over  the  student  body; 

— effectively  provide  a vehicle  for  our  own  selfish  interests; 

—permit  us  to  bicker  freely  without  interference  from  the  rest  of  the  college  community; 
— vigilantly  secure  our  own  political  positions  for  as  long  as  we  may  desire  them; 

— actively  suppress  anyone  else’s  opinion  that  does  not  coincide  with  our  own. 

Article  1 

Section  I:  All  registered,  unregistered,  tall,  short,  bald,  fat,  thin,  black,  white,  Hispanic,  or 
other  students  having  paid  an  activity  fee  are  members  of  the  ASLCIM/SGAASLC  and  shall 
suffer  equally  under  this  government. 

Section  2:  The  title  of  this  government  shall  be  the  Associated  Students  of  Loyola  College  Of 
Course  the  One  in  Maryland/Student  Government  Association  of  the  Associated  Students  of 
Loyola  College  (to  conserve  typewriter  ribbon,  hereafter  referred  to  as  the 
ASLCIM/SGAASLC). 

Article  II — Legislative  Branch 

Section  I:  All  legislative  powers  shall  be  vested  in  the  legislative  assembly  of  the  | 
ASLCIM/SGAASLC. 

Section  2:  The  legislative  assembly  shall  be  composed  of  those  who  are  members  of  the] 
legislative  branch. 

Removal 

Section  8:  Any  member  of  the  legislative  assembly  may  be  impeached,  removed,  taken  away,, 
ejected,  dislodged,  discharged,  bounced,  unseated,  evicted,  banished,  or  otherwise  exorcised! 
from  office  by  a vote  of  7/100  (seven  one — hundredths)  of  anyone  who  shows  up  at  ih e | 
meetings  for:  Malfeasance,  Non — feasance.  Misfeasance,  Misconduct,  Misadventure,  Misan-! 
thropy.  Miscegenation,  Mischief,  Miscreancy,  Misfortune,  Misgivings,  Misogyny,  Mistakes,! 
Misrepresentation,  Miss  Oklahoma,  and/or  Miscellaneous. 

Elections 

Section  9:  .All  elected  members  of  the  legislative  assembly  shall  be  voted  into  office  by  a simple 1 
majority  of  the  ASLCIM/SGAASLC.  Ballot-stuffing  is  mandatory. 


Meetings 

Section  10:  No  less  than  two — thirds  (2/3rds)  of  the  legislative  assembly  shall  constitute  a 
Quorum.  One  member  present  shall  constitute  an  Uno.  All  members  present  shall  constitute  a 
Quandary. 

Conflict  of  Office 

Section  12:  No  member  of  the  legislative  assembly  shall  hold  more  than  one  elected  office  at 
any  time,  unless,  of  course,  he  pays  each  of  the  other  members  of  the  legislative  assembly  a pre-j 
determined  bribe. 

Legislation 

Section  13:  The  legislative  assembly  lays  down  the  law,  like  it  or  not.

! Section  26:  ASLCIM/SGAASLC  secretary  Donna  Brown  shall  make  all  of  our  medical,

In  a recruiting  coup  un- 
precendented  in  the  history 
of  college  athletics,  Loyola 
basketball  coach  Mark 
Amatucci  announced  last 
Monday  that  all  seniors  on 
Dunbar  High  School’s  top- 
ranked  and  undefeated  team 
have  signed  national  letters 
of  intent  to  attend  Loyola 
College  in  September. 

The  biggest  prize  in  the 
package  is  6-foot-7  forward 
Reggie  Williams,  a consensus 
high  school  All-America  who 
is  considered  by  many  as  the 
nation’s  top  high  school 
senior.  “Yeah,  I know  all  the 
big  schools  were  after 
me  — UCLA,  North 

Carolina,  Georgetown — but

help,”  said  Williams.

fall,  changed  his  mind  so  that 
he  could  stay  with  his  team- 
mates. The  diminutive 
Bogues  predicted  big  things 
for  the  Greyhounds  next 
season. 

“Final  Four.  That’s  where 
we’re  headed.  No  doubt 
about  it,”  Bogues  said.
